Ex-Governor Nichols, of Lousi- 
ana, was nominated for Governor 
by the Democratic convention at 
Baton Rouge, last week. He was 
the first Democrat elected Gov- 
ernor of Lousiana after the recon- 
struction act, and did noble work 
for the party. The “.Sugar State” 
can congratulate herself on the 
prospect for a good Governor. 

The Texas State-house is near- 
ing completion, and will be dedi- 
cated in May. It cost seven mil- 
lion dollars, and the dedication 
will be one of magnitude, rather 
interstate in character. If Ken- 
tucky could have her State-house 
finished at a cost of half a million 
or even a quarter of a million, 
she would be satisfied without any 
jubilee at all. 

The 41st Regiment, Kentucky 
volunteers, claims never to have 
been mustered out of tbe service, 
has had a meeting at Covington 
for the purpose of being mustered 
out, and to inaugurate an effort 
for back pay amounting each to 
$3,500. As the war closed 23 
years ago, it is well that they be 
released from their peculiar mili- 
tary duty. Their pay ought to 
stop with the day peace was de- 
clared. 

A terrible blizzard raged in the 
North-west for several days last 
week. For a few hours the ice 
dust was BO thick in the atmos- 
phere that one could not see fort}' 
feet, and a human voice could not 
be heard six feet. The thermom- 
eter was 30 below in places. 
Travel in every form was stopped.

The Courier-Journal announces 
that Louisville is the largest mule 
market in the world, except St. 
Louis. This is an important fact 
not known to the people of Ken- 
tucky. Mules are shipped from 
Louisville to almost every State 
in the Union, and to Mexico, 
South America and the West In- 
dies. Pennsylvania is largely 
supplied from Louisville. 

Louisville has long been tbe 
largest tobacco market in the 
world, and to be the second larg- 
est mule market is adding to an 
already large trade. Kentucky 
may be slow in some things, but 
is ahead in more ways than jrer- 
haps any other State. Her to- 
bacco, mules, horses, cattle, hemp, 
and whisky are products of which 
she can well boast.

We have always contended 
that too much prominence is given 
I violators ol the law by the press 
I in general, and esjrecially by the 
dailies. The Christian Standard 
appears to be of like opinion, as 
evidenced by the subjoined from 
that paper : “The great daily pa- 
j)ers are, perhaps unconsciously, 
Irecoming most j>owerful educa- 
tors and encouragers of brutality 
and crime. They are fast assum- 
ing the office of maKing roughs 
and rascals famous and jropular. 
Large and prominent space is 
given to the doings of gamblers, 
bigamists, pugilists, thieves and 
murderers. One great daily re- 
cently had the protrait of an in- 
famous scoundrel in three suc- 
cessive issues, and gave his doings 
in such fascinating fashion as to 
arouse hundreds of his kind to 
envy and emulation.’’ 

TIMBER FOR SPEAKER. 

The action ol the committee in 
the Carlisle contested case has set 
at rest all jK>s.sibilities as to a 
vacancy, but before that was done 
a Washington correspondent of 
the New York Morning Journal 
looked over the Congressional 
field for fit material as a successor 
in the chair Mr. Carlisle. He 
says :

THE KENTITKY EDITORS KNOW HER. 

The case of Miss Clara Camp- 
bell against Arbuckle, the not^ 
coffee merchant of New York, in 
which Miss Campbell has been 
awarded $45,000 for breach of 
pnnnise. has attracted the atten- 
tion of the entire country. When 
the Kentucky Press Association 
met at Ashland in 1880, the peo- 
ple of Ironton, Ohio, just across 
the river, invited the Association 
over to a banquet. Miss Clara 
Campbell, who lives in that city, 
was present, having returned from 
Europe where she had studied 
music for several years in the 
conservatory of .Milan. She sang 
for the entertainment of the edi 
tors, and in consequence was com 
plimented by all the newspapers 
in Kentucky. They e.\j>ected to 
hear of her next as a second Jenny 
Lind or Patti, but instead she 
shows up as the plaintiff in the 
now famous and meteor like dam- 
age suit ol Campbell vs. Arbuckle. 

THE OLD STORY. 

The printers in the Courier- 
Journal office went out on a strike 
because of the introduction of 
machines that set type. Their 
act is but a repetition ot the silly 
opposition offered by the farm 
lalmrers to the introduction of the 
reaj>er, and by the tailors and 
seamstresses to the use of the 
sewing machine. The world can 
not prosper without improvements 
and such improvements as the 
reaper, sewing-machine and 
tyj>e-setter work revolutions, but 
in the end the laborers are bene- 
fitted, and all have as much work 
as they can do. There is not a 
farm hand who had not rather 
drive a reaper than swing a grain 
cradle, and not a woman who does 
not prefer sewing on a machine 
to stitching with the fingers. A 
short time will sufiSce to cause the 
printers to prefer type-setting 
with the machine to the tedious 
old way with tbe fingers. The 
newspapers will be larger, and 
just as many men required to run 
an office as are now employed. 

THE CARLISLE CASE. 

The contested election case in 
Congress by which an obscure 
fellow in Covington named Thobe 
tried to oust S{>eaker Carlisle, 
came up before the committee of 
fifteen on last Saturday, and was 
argued by Mr. Theodore Uallam,

BETTER TIMES. 

Times are evidently better now 
than they have been for several 
years. Money is more plentiful 
and live stock commands better 
prices than for many a day. This 
condition is not at all local. It 
extends far and wide over the 
country. The Philadelphia Press 
says that ocean freights began to 
rise about four months ago, prin- 
cipally upon the short distance 
voyages about Great Britain. 
English |>orts which at the open- 
ing of the year had 100 or 200 
steamers lying idle were suddenly 
emptied, and all the tonnage in 
existence found employment. The 
shipyards have been so overtaxed 
by the demand for new steamers 
that shipbuilders are charging 25 
per cent more for new vessels 
than three months ago. Activity 
in much tbe same line has 
added enormously to rolling stock 
in the United States. 14,000 freight 
cars having been built in 1887, 
and the Pennsylvania railroad 
having added to its cars through a 
large part of the year at tbe rate 
of one an hour. This great in- 
crease in the freight of the world, 
on land and sea, is a mark 
as much of enlarged demand as of 
growing production, and it sug- 
gests the ]K)ssibility that the caus- 
es which have so long been re- 
ducing prices are nearing their end. 

THE ROWAN COUNTY INVESTIHATION.

No oliject 80 thiirongbly fa-c!nated 
mo in a visit to Norway and Sweden 
during tlie siimm< r of 1882 as the 
splendid example of ancient shipping 
discovered shortly before at Gokstad. 
on one of the )>eniosulas of Southern 
Norway. 

The length from stem to stern over 
all is 78 feut, the keel alone measuring 
66 feel Tbe breadth of beam is 16} 
feet and the depth about 4 feet. O.ik 
alone was nsed in tlie constrnction. 
the body being uspainted. wh:U the 
stem and stern-posts were decorated. 
Tlie planks were laid od over the frame 
timbers in onr lai>streak style, each 
overlapping the one below it, and 
were fastened together with iron bolts 
riveted an t clinched npon the inside 
— ’Vlinker-built,” xs we now call it 
Tlie planking was lashod to the frames 
by means of prnji'ctions. wlih wicker- 
liko cortis, or withes, made from tbe 
ri'Kits of trees; and tbe seams were 
calked with hair of cattle spun into a 
c> rd of Uiroe strands, and this was 
not driven into the crevicest hue laid 
in when the planking was pat to- 
gether. 

From this method of construction, 
as well as from the character of the 
relics foiiml and the use of the vessel 
as a means of sepulture, Mr. N'colay- 
sen infer-i tiial it was built during the 
later iron age or between A. D. 700 
and 1000. (The early iron age com- 
prises tbe first seven oonturics after 
the Christian era.) The decora' ion of 
tbe trimmings on the prow, gunwale 
and stern-post, the 'numerons carv- 
ing; both upon the ship and tbe rel- 
ies, together with the handy use of 
oolors, exhibit a very strong influence 
from Irish deocrative arL For in her 
palmy days, before the beginning of 
the eighth century, Ireland outs ripped 
every other country of Europe in min- 
iature painting and the nroamenta- 
tion of metal and wooiL This consid- 
eraton fixes the date of coustrnction 
subsequent to A. D 700- 

Its great sharpness of bnild and fine 
sheer gave to it a model which does 
not suffer in comparison with that of 
the Galatea or the best of the yachta

From the 
height of the port-holes cut in the sides 
to receive the oars it is certain that 
tlie oarsmen rowed in a silting post- 
ure; as we see them on tbe B lyenx 
tapestry and on the lloggeby stone in 
Sweden. The murchant vessels were 
not fife 1 with port-holes for oart and 
had no flooring on the beams, so that 
tbe Gokslai vessel could only bare 
been a war-ehip, especially aa she was 
fitted for sailing also, and carried at 
least three small boats, indicating a !

As a sign of the oonfldeiice 
tliai Keiiluckiaus, acting as individ- 
uals and not Iu corporate relationships, 
have in the future of the cliolce agri- 
cultural lands of these Staked Plains, 
(lie case may be cited of Mr. J. Blune 
Walker of Richmoiid, who is by all 
who know liim regarded as a slirewd 
and able buaiiiete iiiaii. Mr. Walkei 
owns between seveuty-Hve and one 
liundred tliousaiid scree, aud part at 
least of (he money made In payments 
of tliese broad acres came from Ihe 
sale of a Bliie-grass farm.

It is certainly true if the keys 
of the store-rn m are left 'o tbe hiinds 
of sarvaats U.uliseipllned bands are 
not rarefiil about quanUties and the 
moot honest girl will unconsclous'y, if 
she is allowed to measure out si<ire\ 
waste more than her mi.siross ran save 
by baying her groceries at wholesale. 
Ameriean mistresses allow so mneh^ 
mors freedom to ihelr help than En- 
glish women that it is no nncommon 
thing for the stock of the store-room t« 
be In the hands of th< se who are in no 
■peoial way interested to save it If 
yon are not willing to take full charge 
of the stores yonrself, giving ont once 
n day what is needeil, it is economy to 
order every thing day by day from the 
grocer. Tliere is an imirense saving 
if the mistress ef the honsj is willing 
to take the trnnble in buying goods by 
the quantity, that U nearly all gcwidt 
which ars improvoil or are not injured 
by keeping. 

A store-room should be well venti- 
lated and so situated that it will not 
freeze in winter. It should hare a 
window that can be used to light the 
room as well ss ventila’e it. There is 
scarcely any thing tbat appeals to the 
pride of the hoiisckee|>er like a neat 
a’ell-providcd store-room. The ihelves 
should be arranged in systematic Hers 
with a hanging shelf and honks In the 
beams to bang bam and o:ker driei 
mea's. Flour should always bo bought 
by the barrel It is an economy to 
keep both kinds on hand, the patent 
process Aour for bread and the old 
process for pastry and eakc. If only 
one kind is kept new or patent-process 
Anar is the best for general use. ' Un- 
bolted or Graham hour thould be 
bonght by the barrel or half barrel. 
Rye, Indian meal buckwbeaL rice and 
hominy become infeateil with weevils, 
if great care is not taken. They should 
not be i nrchas-Hi in any large qnanti- 
ty, and they should be examined often 
to see that they are sweet Indian 
meal ahonld not remain over a week 
on hand if it is tbe old-process meaL 
Kiln-dried meal will keep indeAnite- 
ly, bnt it is not ao sweet Oet meal, 
arrow root sagtx tapioca, gelatine, 
maccaroni, vcroiicelli should all be 
kept on hand in small qnantities. Tin 
boxes are the best to store them in. 
The corner of a shelf should be taken 
np with little tin boxes carefnily la- 
bled, containing dried herbs* whole 
■picea peppercorns and curry powder, 
and a fvwcantof mushrooms and vari- 
ons articles for seasoning sancea

Tea is a great deal 
cheaper by the Ikix. and should be 
pnrcbasi'd in this way whenever it ia 
possible. The canis cr, which or>ll- 
narily holds halt a |N>and, can be Ailed 
from the store-room, and the head of 
tbe house can readily see how fast the 
tea is used.

The value of wind-breaks an I shel- 
ter shedi in all open sitnallons ia gea- 
erally acknowledged. Not all wko 
are aware of tbe value of such shelter 
act fnlly np to their ewnvieiion. The 
farmer is too apt to wait nntll a sub- 
stantiiil wooden or brick strne nre can 
be built. A practical maiigiveadiree- 
tiona how to make a shelter of prairie 
aoda, so far as the sides are concerned,, 
and also suggests the covering as be- 
ing adapted to the range. It is quite 
as well adsptesl to very many other 
localities, and it well worthy of study: 

Select a slope to the sonth upon 
which to erect the corral; plow np 
yonr sod from ten to twelve inches 
wide and as long as will make it con- 
venient to handle — lay up a sod wall 
from twent 3 '-fonr inches in thickness 
to the heigh’, of six or seven feet for 
the norib side of the eorrsl— length to 
suit tbe amount of stock to be shel- 
tered — build up a like wsll both on 
the east and west end of the main 
north wall allowing the center to ex- 
tend two or three k-et above the level 
of the back- wall; erect center-|H>les 
eight feet aparL place a good strong 
rldgeqiole in the c:nter, then put on 
two by four scantling for rafters 

four feet apart; across raftors 
stretch strong wire, abont twelve 

inches apart, if you desire to 

cover with corn fodder or 

sorghum stalks, and six inches np.srt 
if cuvered with hay or other short 
grass so laul on as to shtsi rain; fasten 
down with wire across the top to keep 
it from being Mown off. To better 
protect the so-i wall from being de- 
stroyed by cattle robbing or horning 
against it light posts may be set in 
close to the sod wall on both sides of 
IL fastened together at the top with 
wire to make it mem Arm. To these 
posts, set abont sight feet apart. If 
three or more fence boanis be nailed 
at suitable height the wall is thorough- 
ly protected from cattle either rubbing 
or hooking it down. The stockyard 
ought to be on the north side of the 
■table or corral Openings ought 
to be placed in the north 
wall for door or window or 
both, siifficientlr large to admit 
hay «>r fodder. For a sheep-eorral the 
height of the strncture can lie consid- 
erably lowered. The feeding-racks or 
tron^is can be arr.anged either along 
the sides and end* of the sod walls as 
well a.s Hirongh the center of the 
sheds. If C’>n.strucle<l in the center, 
numerous o|>enings should l<e left for 
stock to pa.«s from one side to the oth- 
I er so as to avoM crowding or being 
hemmed in by nnriily stock. Tlie rea- 
son given for slarking hay or fodder 
to tbe north side of such a shed or cur- 
ral is to prevent the snow drifting 
over and aron id the .south side of the 
shed, which U to be left open, or. at 
lea.st, partly so. — Farm, Field and 
Stockman

Prepare som<- shellac varnish by dis- 
solving half a pound of gum shellac in 
a quart of alcohol; put in a tightly- 
eorketl bottle, set in a warm place, 
and shake frequently. When com- 
pletely dUsolveil add sufficient dry 
lamp or bone-black. It will require 
only about a heaping tahlespoonful to 
half a pint of varnisk Ahould it be 
too thick to Aow easily from the brush 
and spread evenly, add alcohol Give 
tbe wooil two or three coats of this, 
which can be done within two 
daya Fur Ane work, give three coats 
of the black varnish, and allow it to 
dry thoroughly; then take some 00 or 
000 sand-paper and rub the work down 
lightly nntil the surface is smooth aod 
even, being c.arefnl not to rub through 
to the wood. Then apply two or three 
coats more, and mb them down again 
with the saail-paiter, give two coats 
more; allow it to dry perfectly hard. 
Make some rabbers fell an old Celt 
bat is goo>l by lacking the felt on 
blocks of soft wood of proper shape, 
which aliouM be AaL concave or con- 
vex to At the work. Apply a few drops 
of sewing machine oil or any Ane (HI 
to the felt and sprinkle on a pinch of 
pulverized pnmice stone. Rnb the 
work with thia keeping the mb- 
ber moist with oil and supplied with 
tbe pnmice, until the woi^ shows a 
perfectly smooth tnrface. withnnt any 
glos.s. When it has all been gone over, 
wipe off the surface and mb clean 
with dry Aannel dotha The result is 
a Ane imitation of ebony. If tbe sbellae 
varnish is colored with aniline instead 
of lampblack, the Anished surfacs ia 
smoother anti Aner. 

Another way is to nse Ane coach- 
black. gronn<l in oil thinned with a 
little linseeil oil J.apan dryer and 
turpentine. Give the work several 
coata rubbing down with Ane sand- 
paper and tinish with tbe 

oil and pumice as above. This is a 
Ane and durable Anish, the drawback 
being that it requires as many weeks 
ai the shellac does days to dry so hard 
tbat it can be rubbed. As amateurs 
■re always in a burry to see thsir work 
Anisbeil it is seldom need. With 
either of these methods any kind of 
wood may be nse<l soft or , hard. It 
must be ■<»'aped and sand-papered 
down as smooth and true as peesibla 
before appiying the Anish. Nriiher of 
them will raise Hie gram and make 
tbe wood rough, or eanse it to swell —

Lard, dripping, and butter should be 
stored in stone jars in the coldest and 
driest place. Vinegar improves with 
keeping and it is eeonomr to buy a 
large supply. Dried beans, peas and 
dried vegetables and fruit should be 
stored away in the iail when cheapest 
for winter use. The year's supply of 
raisina currants, citrons and other 
dried fniits from foreign lands comes 
to maiket In November, and this Is a 
good lime to secure a good supply for 
winter. It Is also the time when 
all the old stuff left over from 
the year previous is vend :d ex- 
tensively, and great care should be 
taken as this old stock is often imposed 
upon tbe purchaser as new. A care- 
ful housewife will i>nivide herself with 
jellies, preserves, pickles, ehow'sshow 
and catsup of her own making. Soap 
should always be ]>urehased by the box 
and taken out of the wrappers and 
stored in a dry place. It improves the 
longer it is kep*. Starch is much 
cheaper by the box, and bluing sbonld 
be purchased by the dozen bottles. It 
is wise to store vegetables in z room 
by themselves. Those persons who 
are compeled to buy vegetables will 
And it ches|ier to buy them by the 
quantity, as potstoes which sell at $l 
a barrel nr less are retailed by the 
grocer at 25 cents a peek, or at the 
rate of $2 50 a barrel Other vege- 
tables and fruits are sold at abont the 
same rate. It ia therefore, economy 
to bey them by the qnanHty if yon 
throw away half the barrel — B. ^

How to Make an Ox-Yoka. 



An oz yoke is made at follows: 
Take a stiidc of soft maple, yellow 
birch, or basswood, 10 inch -a by 6 by 
4} feet long, square it and dress it 
smoothly, (hen lay H out ss shown ia 
the diagram below: 



Mark the center, ih-n mark 10} 
inches on each tide for tbe inside bow 
boles and 8 inches from these in the 
outer holes These holes are 2 
inches in diameter. Bore the holes 
the Arst thing, and m ike them par.il- 
lel and straight thrungh tbs block. 
Then lay ont with a pencil a light 
carve from the inner bow holes to tbs 
center, abont 3 inehes in the hol- 
low. and a deeper enrve from tbe outer 
b >w holes to the ends Tlien lav ont a 
curve for the nrck on e:ich end to 3} 
inches from tbe center at the bottom, 
and leaving the w(hh1 4 Inches thick 
over the neck. Hew out with an adze 
znd smooth with drawknife and plane. 
Then curve rnnnd the e.ids and nar- 
row tbe middle a little on each side, 
rounding all the edges and sand- paper- 
ing quite smooth. Finally soak with 
hot linseed oil. The bows are 21 
inches long snd 2 inches thick. This 
yoke is for oxen of sbont 1200 poands 
live weigh*.

Soctions 
of them are hereditary casuals; a 
larger portion drift from the conntry. 
They have a consUtntional b.atred to 
regnlarity and ferethoughL and a 
need for paltry excitement They 
are late risers, sharp-witted talkers, 
an(l above ail llicy have that agreea- 
ble tolerance for their own anil each 
other's vices wh'ch seems ehsrseteris- 
Jti« of a pn rely leisure rises, wliethrr 
it lies at the lop or the bottom of so- 
ciety.

Though c.alled a lake or lagoon, this 
depot of pitch is for the most part a 
solid m.sss. renL however, by chasms 
varying from three to thirty feet in 
width, with no great depth, so that 
they are Iravers^ wrilhout roach dif- 
Aenlty. Hors and there, wherever 
there is any soil are clumps of iroea. 
The liquid |x>rtion of the lake lies on 
tbe side nearest the sea, and only oo 
cupisB a few aiwes in extent and of un- 
known depth.

Few tilings cus iiig so little .save so 
nineh as pai it wlieii applied to farm 
implenieiits, including w.agons and 
carts. A few pounds of paint proper- 
ly applied w.ll pre.-erve a i.arge iiuni- 
^r of iiiipleraonis from the action of 
the water during tlie entire season. 
The woo«l work of mowera, tedders 
and rakes should receive a coat nf 
paint as often as the paint gels worn 
off so as to expose the woo-l Before 
painting, ay o|ien J >ints should be 
tightened np. so when painte^l there 
will be no chanre for the water to get 
into tbe niortis-s, for decay begins in 
■nch placea Paint should be applied 
when the wood is dr/, for if applied 
when it is green or wet. it will nut ao 
complish the desired objeet; but if ap- 
plied when the wood is dry the oil 
penetrates the wood ami remains there 
to harden and keep tho water out 

Nothing on the f.arm ia more beno 
Ated by painting than the wheels of 
tbe wagons and carta, for these are 
full of moriisea, and unless kept tight 
they get soaked with water and soon 
decay. But to keep a wheel in good 
order the tires must be kept tighL be- 
cause the moment these are loose tbe 
spokes loosen and open the j'linis, even 
if well painted; therefore, before paint- 
ing, care should be taken to have tbe 
tires tight enough so there will be no 
loose joints. Wheels that are kept 
tight and well painted will last many 
years, and bn made to carry heavy 
loads many thousands of miles; 
while wheels that are not 
kept well painted will soon decay 
and break down. One rersmi for 
this is they are required to stand 
both rain and siinshiiio. When the 
roads are wet they are required to lun 
throngh mail a- d water, and in a c ry 
time to run through the dry. hot s.aniL 

Almost every fnriiier has skill 
■nongh to paint his fanu implements, 
snd as he can do it at his leisnre, he 
wiil feel only the cost of the paint; 
and as this at the present time is very 
cheap, a single dollar's worth of paint 
will go over a large nnmber of iuiple- 
menta Paint now can be benight in 
small cans remly mixed, and of any 
color des'roiL Ii is no’ good policy to 
pnt paiut on very thick, as by so do- 
ing it is very likely to |ieai off; nor is 
it bi'S’ to )iut on two (mats within a few 
weeks of each other, for the same rea- 
son that it i not heat to apply it thick.
